ery J. F. Thibadeau yesterday, “I had 
no idea of of At- 
lanta. The census of 1900 
gave the city 89,000 people, while from the 
directory of 1%8 it would appear that there 
139.90 here. 

“IT now know that the population ex- 
ceeds 150,00, and have the figures here 
in my desk to prove it.” . 

An annual postal census is usual in 
many of the larger cities, but this is the 
first that has ever been taken of At- 
lanta. The form used is as follows: 

“To the Occupant at No. —, Street —— 

“Please fill out this blank, with ink, the 
names of all persons, including servants, 
using Mrs. or Miss as a prefix in case of 
females, with their own given names in 
full, who receive or are likely to receive 
any mail at this number. The given 
names of married women must be stated, 
and not those of their husbands. For 
example: Mrs. Mary Brown must not be 
described as Mrs. William Brown. Write 
in full one name on a line, and add num- 
ber of house and street after each name. 
The information will enable your post- 
office to promptly dispose of mail which 
would otherwise go to the dead letter 
office. Notify office of all changes of 
address. Hand this name blank to your 
letter carrier. or drop in letter box, when 
completed, without prepaying postage.” 

These slips, with blanks for the names 
were Gelivered by the letter carriers at 
every residence in each of the fifty-six 
postal districts of the city. 


Promptness Explained. 
The prompt and accurate manner in 
which the desired information was fur- 
nished is probably due to the fact that 
each and every resident desires to have 
his of her mail matter delivered without

census of 1900 was taken thousands of 
people neglected to fill in the blanks fur- 
nished and therefore were not enumer- 
ated. 
Mr. Thibadeau, under whose supervis- 
ion the postal census has been taken, 
considers it the most perfect plan that 
could be devised for securing a correct 
count of the inhabitants. The letter car- 
riers cover every foot of the city proper, 
as well as several thickly populated dis- 
tricts just outside the city limits, and 
there is no doubt but that a report has, 
or will be, received from each house. 


Conservative Estimate. 


In making the estimate yesterday Mr. 
Thibadeau figured that there were from 
one to two children in each family unre- 
corded, which is exceedingly comserva- 


tive. 


“4 liberal estimate, according to the re- 
ports received,’ said he, ‘‘would give the 
city a population of considerably more 
than 150,000 within the free delivery lim- 
a.** 

The startling figures as to Atlanta's 
population, as revealed by the postal 
census, have been telegraphed to Post- 
master Blodgett, who is in Washington, 
and it is probable that he will bring them 
to the attention of Senators Bacon and 
Clay.

The officials realize 
the pressing need for more room for the 
pestofice and other,% ernment. officcs. 
This view will: be presénted to the treasu- 
ry officials tomorrow in the hope that it 
will induce prompt action on their part. 
Colonel Livingston {fs anxious to have the 
Atlanta purchase settled at an early dale 
relieving that it wil! be of advantage to 
the government. 

Colonel Livingston spent several hours 
at the postoffice department today with 
Posmtaster Blodgett, aiding him in pre- 
senting the immediate needs of the At- 
larta postoffice. He has secured the ap- 
proval by the officials of the project for 
a station on the south side. This, it is 
| intended, shall be a full station, not a 
substation. This means that mail wiil 
' be taken there direct from the trains 
‘and from there to the trains without go- 
ing through the main office. It is be- 
lieved this would expedite deliveries of 
scuth mails. This will give the post- 
master for this station a superintendent, 
a force of extra clerkKs and several extra 
carriers. Another concession which Colo- 
nel Livingston and Mr. Blodgett secured 
today is that of a special carrier for the 
banks and hotels, It is designed to have 
this earrier get the early mails to all 
the banks so as to give them their let- 
ters before the meeting of the ciearing 
house each day. After this service has 
been performed the carrier wi!] devote his 
attention to the hotel mails. The rapid 
growth of Atlanta makes this service 
necessary. Similar service is given in the 
larger cities of the country. 

With regard to the south side station, 
‘ts establishment will follow as soon as 
suitable quarters are obtained. It is de- 
sired that an office with floor space of 
100 feet by & feet be obtained. Coloncl 
Blodgett has had a most successful visit. 
He will return to Atlanta tomorrow 
morning. 

Georgia Soldiers Lose. 

Owing to the opposition of Senator 
Cockerell, of Missourf, an item which af- 
fected Georgia volunteer’ soldiers waa 
stricken from one of the appropriation 
bills in the conferences that marked the 
closing hours of congress. The total sum 
which would have gone. to Georgia sol- 
diers had this appropriation been allowed 
to go through was about $20,000. Other 
states are affected in the same way. The 
claims grow out of the difference in time 
between the enlistment of members of 
Georgia regiments and the mustering in 
of those regiments. The item was put in 
the appropriation bill in the senate, but 
was stricken out in conference. It is be- 
lieved the appropriation will be made 
by the next congress, but in the mean- 
time the beneficiaries cannot file claims.

Senator Gorman’s nomination as chair- 
man was suggested by Senator Bacon, 
and there was no opposition to his selec- 
tion. In taking the chair he thanked the 
senators for the honor conferred. but did 
not make an extetified speech. The re- 
maining time of the session was devotcd 
largely to the discussion of the present sit- 
vation in the senate, and the necessity 
for democratic harmonv and unity of 
action. There was a general feeling that 
tue vacancies caused by the retirement 
af democratic senators from committees, 
which have to deal with questions before 
the present called sé@asion, should be filled, 
and it was decided that the designation 
of the members of these committees should 
be made by a sYeeringe committee, to be 
appointed by the chairman of the caucus, 
but their selection should later be rati- 
fied by the caucus. The steering com- 
mittee for the past corigress has num- 
bered only seven members, but Senator 
Gorman requested that the number should 
be tneréaséd to nie; which was thé num- 
ber in the da¥s of his Bfevious chairman- 
ship, and this increase was decided upon, 

The eaucus placed tn the hands of the 
steering commiftee arthority to decide for 
the democfats whether there should be 
a general reorganization of the senate 
committees, or the mere fitling of the va- 
eancies on those committees which will 
deal with pressing questiong during the 
extra session. The committee is empow- 
ered to negotiate with the republican 
steering committee with a view to enter- 
ing upon a general reorganization, but 
so far as there was no expression of 
opinion on this point. it was favorable to 
the view of leaving the question of reor- 
ganization on general lines to be deter- 
mined by the republicans, as they are In 
power. 

Want Committee Filled. 

There {!s no doubt, however, that the 
democratic steering committee will insist 
upon having some of the committees filled 
for the reason that the democratic party 
has lost quite héeAvilv in some of the com- 
mittees which afe in control of present 
business. They will ask. for Instance, 
tnat the vacancies on the ¢ommittee on 
foreign relations be filled. Senator Railev 
retired from this committee. hefore the 
adjournment of the last congress. and 
bv unanimous cansent Senator Clark, of 
Montana, was appointed to the vacancy. 
lt is expected that the steering comm't- 
tee will confirm this action and also will 
name a successor to Senator Rawlins on 
the same committee. It is thought nec- 
essarv to have these vacancies filled im- 
mediately as that committee will have 
to deal with ‘the pending treaties. They 
also will ask that the democratic va- 
cancies on the committee on interoceanic 
canals caused by the retirement from 
the senate of Messrs. Harris and Turner. 
shall be filled. It also is probable that 
thev will ask that the places vacated by 
Senators Vest and Turner, on the com- 
mittee on commerce, shall be filled befora 
the nomination of Dr. Crum to be cole 
lector of the port at Charleston is taken 
up by that committee. A simlar demand 
probably will be made in all other cases, 
on which committees have charge of nom- 
inations over which there may be contro- 
versy. The caucus was in session for alJ- 
most two hours. 

Later in the day the steering committee 
was named. It consists of Senators Gor- 
man of Maryland, Cockre!! of Missouri, 
Martin of Virginia, Bacor of Georgia, Du- 
bois of Idaho, Money of Mississippi, Balt- 
ley of Texas, Blackburn of Kentucky and 
Tillman of South Carolina. The new 
members on the committee are Messrs.

ANSWERS AND DEMURRERS 


Filed to the Suits Against the Execu- 
tors of Leonard Lewisohn. 
New York, March 6.—The executors of 
the estate of Leonard Lewisohn filed an 
answer and demurrets today to the two 
suite commenced against them in Janu- 
ary last by the Old Dominion Copper Min- 
ing and Smelting Company of New Jer- 
sey. The complaints alleged that Leon- 
ard Lewisohn, deceased, and Albert 8. 
Bigelow, of Boston, made a profit of over 
$2,000,000 in the formation of the plaintiff 
company, which properly should have be- 
longed to the stockholders of the New 

Jersey corporation. 

According to the complaint, fn 1895, the 
Old Dominion company of Baltimore was 
owned by the estate of Michael H. Simp- 
son, of Boston, and William Keyser, of 
Baltimore, the latter owning 7,143 shares, 
or two-sevenths of the capital stock, and 
the former the remaining five-esevenths, 
the formeg the remaining five-sevenths, 
Keyser was the owner of five copper 
claims located in Arizona, where the Old 
Dominion company also owned extensive 
properties. The complaint charged that 
Lewisohn and Bigelow secured the Keyser 
stock and additional claims for $500,000, 
and the Simpson stock for $613,000. This 
stock was taken Py an underwriting 
syndicate formed by the two men and 
later turned over to the new Old Domin- 
ion company, which voted 100 shares of 
its capital stock, valued at $25 per ghare, 
in payment for the stock of the Baltimore 
Old Dominion company, and 30,000 addi- 
tional shares in payment for the five 
claims formerly owned by Keyser, which 
had been deeded to Leonard Lewisohn, 
The capital stock of the new Old Do- 
minion company was $3,750,000. Two suits 
were filed against the executors, the first 
asking for an accounting of the 100,000 
shares paid for the Baltimore Old Do- 
minion company’s stock, which, it was 
alleged. was not worth to exceed $1,000,- 

The second suit asked for an ac- 
counting for the 30,000 shares voted for 
the five mining claims, worth, the com- 
plaint averred, not to exceed $5,000. 

The answer contends that the action of 
Leonard Lewisohn and Bigelow was per- 
fectly legal and further that the ‘cause 
of action, if any there be, did not ac- 
crue within six years before the filing of 
the bill of complaint herein.”’ 

The complaint in the second suit is de- 
murred to on ground .of no cause of ac-

that things have been going along in a 
very disurganized way. ’ 
Gorman To Be Leader. 

By common consent Senator Gorman, 
the most astute politician in his party 
and the abtést political leader in America, 
is to assume the leadership of the demo- 
cratic minority in the new congress. 

It is usual with senstors who return to 
membership in that body after having 
been out for a time that they go to the 
bottom of the list, ‘and be not considered 
other plane than that of new 
members. That is the attitude which the 
republican senators insisted should be 
maintained towerd Senator Quay after 
he returned to the senate from his short 
season of enforced private life. But the 
democrats do not intend to permit per- 
sonal jealousies or personal aspirations 
to operate agairst Senator Gorman, so 
far as party leadership is concerned. It 
is probable that the Maryland senator 
will be given just such committee as- 
signmenis as he chooses, and it is certain 
that his democratic colleagues will look 
to him for leadership in all party mat- 
ters. 

Both his personal popularity and the 
conviction that he is .very necessary to 
his party conspired to make his welcome 
inost sincere. 

United Action Is Necessary. 

Coincident with what might he called 
the regeneration of the party organiza- 
tion in both branches of congress, there 
comes a d°mand on the part of a number 
of members of the senate and house for 
closer relationship between the minorities 
of both houses. 

Senator Newlands, of Nevada, in talk- 
ing about this with me the other day 
said: ‘‘While I have no idea of criticising 
anybody, it must be evident to all demo- 
crats that more thorough and complete 
organization is necessary to the proper 
presentation of party issues. The only 
way in which the minority has the op- 
portunity to make clear its position upon 
the issues of the day is by the attitude 
of its representatives in both branches of 
congress. I have jong believed that there 
should be a better understanding  be- 
tween democratic senators and democrat- 
ic representatives with regard to meas- 
ures before congress. We have in sev- 
eral notable instances s¢en the democrats 
of the senate take an entirely different 
position upon some measure from that 
taken by the democrats of the house. 
The Philippines currency bill might ba 
cited as a recent illustration of this. The 
democrats of the house advocated one 
measure when the bill was before that 
body, while the democrats of the senate 
took an entirely contrary position. It 
seems to me that the necessity for a com- 
plete understanding between the demo- 
crats of the senate and the democrats 
of the house must be apparent in view 
of such illustrations as this I have cited. 

Democrats Are Agreed. 

“T have talked this matter Over with in- 
dividual democrats of both houses a num- 
ber of times, and as individuals they al- 
Ways agree with me, but nothing has 
been done. I have no particular plan of 
organization in mind, but I am confident 
that the interests of the party would be 
greatly benefited by consultation between 
ell the leaders of the senate and Jeaders 
of the house, and I believe that this will

Berlin, March 6.—The German navy de- 
partment makes considerable mystery out 
of some portions of its budget require- 
ments. Herr Richter, the radical leader, 
complained in the budget committee to- 
day that the government is simply ask- 
ing for lump sums for the maintenance 
of the fleet and has not even specified 
the ships or stations on which money is 
to be spent.

Today it developed that unsigned let- 
ters had been sent to a number of the 
leaders in the lily white movement, warn- 
ing them without explanation that they 
had been marked for assassination.

There is a difference in the way in 
vhich different gentlemen who have been 
threatened receive the information. Some 
regard it merely as a bluff, but others 
believe that the men who wrote the let- 
ters are up to mischief and may commit 
some wanton deed unless they are re- 
strained. The gentlemen supposed to be 
threatened decline to have anything to 
say. 

The general impression is that very few 
of the malcontents are involved in the 
letter writing and that only a few ig- 
rorant and ill-advised persons are respon- 
sible.

The police say many of these 
have strengthened their suspicions until 
they are almost positive of the identity 
of the murderer, but material evidence 
is lacking. Other clues have either led 
to nothing or resulted in more mystery. 
The police are less communicative today 
and there is a widespread feeling that 
they are at a standstill for the present 
at least. 

In theory the police are in a position to 
lay their hands upon the murderer at any 
moment, but in direct evidence that would 
warrant an arrest they are no nearer a 
solution of the mystery than they were 
one week ago when the murdr was dis- 
eovered. An official in a position to Know 
the situation said: 

“In actuel evidence which would sup: 
port an arrest we are as badly off as we 
ever were. At the same time we are 
morally certain who the murderer is.” 

“Does suspicion still point to a woman?’ 

“Tt does. It points to one who had to 
meet expenses amounting to about $10 
a month without any visible means to 
meet them.”’ 

“Will you name her?’ 

“We will name no names until it 1s 
written in the warrant charging the per- 
son with murder in the first degree.” 

Perhaps the most interesting develop- 
ment in connection with the crime itself 
is the interview given by Dr. Marcy, ir 
which he says that the victim's head was 
not only beaten to a pulp, but that the 
murderer carefully wrapped a quilt around 
the murdered man’s body to smother any 
possible outcry.

MEN GIVE WAY 
TO MACHINES 


Thousands of Glass Blowers 
Will Be Thrown Out 
of Work. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 6—One of 
most sensational moves made by the 
American Window Glass Company was 
inaugurated today when the executive 
committee of the corporation issued a 
formal notice to its workmen that after 
a lapse of seven days and on March Ii4 
all of the factories of the American Win- 
dow Glass Company will close for the 
season, irrespective of what other com- 
panies will do. 

The moment the factories are closed 
the company has arranged that a large 
force of men will be put to work to 
equip them with the new glass blowing 
machinery.

Louis has been watched as an important 
factor ever since the plans for the new 
cepot were announced. According to its 
contract with the state this road must 
continue to pay rent for the old shed and 
there has been some doubt as to whether 
its officials could be made to. see the 
necessity for two pasenger depots with 
good money going out for each. 

It is believed that the action of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
will have a great effect on the Georgia 
and the Seaboard and that if it decides to 
enter the new station it is practically as- 
evcred that all the roads will be in it.

GERMANS LOSE: 
YANKEES GAIN 


American Goods Are Sup- 
planting German in For- 
eign Markets, 


Berlin, March 6.--Export, a trade paper 
devoted to extending German foreign 
trade, devotes a series of articles to 
studying the methods by which American 
goods are supplanting German yoods in 
foreign markets. The articles consist 
largely of letters from Germans living in 
Mexico, Brazii and Australia. The writers 
explain that the German houses are 
being keaten because they are unwilling 
to. guarantee egents fixed salaries, as 
Americans do, and also because they de- 
rend on sending out catalogues, whereas 
the Americans keep stocks of goods in 
established asrencies, where buyers are 
able to purchase afier seeing tne goods, 
and therefore prefer to deal with the 
Americans. 


To Limit Sugar Output. 

The sugar producers of Germany want 
the government to introduce the Austrian 
system of allotting to both refiners and 
raw manufactories the amount of sugar 
they may produce yearly. Count’ Von 
Carmer in the reichstag today sald Aus- 
trian sugar would enjoy an advantage in 
the American and British markets unless 
Germany adopted the allotment system. 
Treasury Secretary Von Theilmann in 
announcing thet the gwovernment did not 
approve of the allotment plan said it 
was highly probable that the United 
States customs authorities would care- 
fully examine the new status of Austrian 
sugar after Sertember and decide that it 
enjoys an indirect bounty under the 
dcuble allotment sysiem, as in tne case 
of Russia’s indirect bounty. Moreover, 
ccntinued the secretary, the authority 
fer deciding whether sugar enjoys 4 
bounty is vested in the international com- 
mission created by the Brussels treaty.

New York, March 6—The American 
League baseball owners held the second 
day’s session at the Fifth Avenue hotel 
today.

JEFFCOATES DIED 


Officers Tell of Capture of 
Notorious Outlaw, 


Came Near Being Too Quick for 
Them — Rawards Offered for 
Jeffcoates Amount to 
$1,550—Wanted Him 
Dead or Alive.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—Packed 
in a box of ice to preserve it from decay, 
the body of CharHe Jeffcoates, the Eman- 
uel county outlaw, passed through Macon 
tonight en route to Swainsboro, where it 
will be surrendered to the sheriff by the 
two Alabama deputies, one of whom shot 
Jeffcoates to death Wednesday afternoon 
near Liberty Hill. 

Jeffcoates’ body reached Macon at 6 
o'clock and remained in the union depot 
until 12:30, when the Central train left 
for the south. With the body were T. J. 
Bradshaw, sheriff of Covington county, 
Ala., and G. H. Dunson, one of the two 
men who cut the murderer's breath short. 

Jeffcoates was located Wednesday morn- 
ing at the home of his brother in law 
near Andalusia by Deputies Dunson and 
+restwood, 

The fugitive was then making his way 
into Mississippi and when tbe officers 
came vpon him he was sitting on a porch 
talking to some ladies. As the olfivers 
discovered him Jeffcoates started on his 
journey to Laurel Hill, accompanied by 
a ten-year-old boy, who was <o show him 
the way. 

Near the house the officers and Jeff- 
coates met. When within some twenty 
feet of the outlaw both officers covered 
him with double barrelled shotguns 
Deputy Dunson drew a bead on Jeff- 
coates, but before pulling the trigger 
said: 

‘“Jeffcoates, I’ve got the drop on you. 
Throw up ycur hands. 1 don't want to 
hurt you.” 

Jeffecates hesitated for a second. With- 
in 10 feet of him was a large tree. Like 
a flash he darted behind the tree and 
throwing out his revolver, exclaimed: 

“IT see you don’t want to hurt me, and 
damned if you are going to hurt me.” 

Darted Behind Tree. 

So quick was the outlaw that he had 
the tree between him and the officers be- 
fore they could recover from their as- 
tonishment. As he concluded his remarks 
he pulled the trigger and at the same 
instant both deputies did the same. 

Once more a bullet came from the out- 
law's gun and again the officers fired. 
The officers were in the act of loading 
their guns when Jeffcoates toppled upon 
the ground dead. 

As Dtputy Dunson attempted to step 
forward, he, too, dropped upon the 
ground. A bullet from the outlaw’s pistol 
had passed entirely through the fleshy 
part of his left leg just above the knee. 
Both shot guns were loaded with puck- 
shot and, notwithstanding the tree, Jeff- 
coates’ body was cut horribly by the 
leaden missles. 

The body is worth to the sheriff in all 
$1,550. 

Jeffcoates was a horse thief and killed 
Deputy Flanders, who was trying to ar- 
rest him. He escaped into South Caro- 
lina, where he killed a deputy sheriff who 
was after him. 

The state of Georgia offered $300 for the 
Outlaw, dead or alive. Flanders’ family 
Offered $600 and Emanuel county $150, the 
latter two rewards being now in bank in 
Swainsboro, and making in Georgia $1,060 
The state of South Carolina offered $300 
for the fugitive, dead or alive, and Aiken 
county gave $200. 

Has Buiied Big tamily. 

Macon, Ga., March 6,—(Special.)—For 
begging for money with which to bury a 
dead sister, Tom Alexander, an escape 
from the Roff home, appeared before 
Judge Freeman in the police court this 
morning. Alexander is an old offender 
and every time his name is placed upon 
the police blotter the same offense fol- 
lows it. As the charge read against him 
this morning. Judge Freeman remarked: 

“So you are burying another sister, are 
you? If you are permitted to continue 
this game much longer you will practical- 
ly depopulate the earth. Already I have 
known you to bury more sisters than 
most men have. This time it will cost 
you a five.” 

“But, judge, I haven’t got a five,”’ said 
Alexander. 

“Twenty days, then, will prove a good 
substitute,”’ declared the recorder, and 
later in the day when the gang was 
transferred to the rock pile Tom Alexan- 
der was one of the number. 

Jack Dixon Bound Over. 

Macon, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—Jack 
Dixon was arraigned in police court this 
morning charged with wife beating. Dix- 
on’s name adorns the stations house rec- 
ords frequently and along with the name 
is always the same offense. The evidence 
this morning showed that he slapped his 
wife over and in disposing of the case 
Judge Freeman said: 

“You are another nigger I have tried 
to keop away from here for wife beat- 
ing. This time I do not intend to fine you. 
I will bind you over to the city court for 
assault and battery.” 

Dixon was committed to the Bibb coun- 
ty jail to await trial before Judge Hodges 
in the city court, 

Miss Johnston Will Break Bottle. 

Macon, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—The 
City of Macon, the new steamship for the 
Ocean line between Savannah and New 
York, will be christened at Chester, Pa., 
on Saturday, the 19th. Miss Martha John- 
ston, of Macon, will break the bottle of 
wine’ over the bow of the vessel as it 
slides fnom the ways. 

Mrs. Ann T. Elder Dead.

Ann T. Elder, wife of William Elder, 
died last night shortly after midnight at 
her home on South College street. Mrs. 
Elder was 72 years of age and had been 
in declining health for more than a year. 
She is survived by three brothers, one 
sister and four children.

Where the Responsibility Lies. 

The responsibility for the fail- 
ure of congress to pass the Ald- 
rich currency bill and the Philip- 
pines tariff bill belongs distinct- 
ly and unquestionably to the republi- 
can leaders of the United States sen- 
ate. However much republican or- 
fans may endeavor to make it appear 
that the failure to act upon these 
measures was due to the opposition of 
a few democrats, the fact cannot be 
too strongly emphasized that the men 
who were—nominally, at least—the 
Strongest supporters of these two 
measures. were directly responsible 
for their defeat. 

It is unquestionably true that had 
either of these bills been laid before the 
senate for its consideration at the 
early part of the session, it would have 
been passed. The Philippines tariff 
bill was prepared by the senate com- 
mittee two months ago. After having 
reported it to the senate, Mr. Lodge, 
chairman of the committee on Philip- 
pine affairs, made absolutely no effort 
to secure its passage until the closing 
days of the session, when it became 
manifest that the bill could not be 
passed.

The Department of Commerce. 

Representative Cannon, who as- 
sumes watchdog responsibilities to 
the federal treasury, fs reported to 
have been carried off his financial legs, 
so to speak, by Secretary Cortelyou’s 
rather liberal estimate of the running 
expenses of the new department of 
commerce. The department of com- 
merce is a bigger thing than the unini- 
tiated are aware of, and necessarily 
its conduct will cost more money than 
would have- been surmised at a super- 
ficial calculation. Of the fifteen bu- 
reaus to be included in the depart- 
ment, thirteen are already provided 
for in the general appropriation bills 
at a cost of upwards of $7,000,000. 
secretary of com- 
merce will consist of an assistant sec- 
retary, a secretary of corporations, a 
commissioner of manufactures, a chief 
clerk, and an appointment clerk and 
disbursing officer. 

Our new department is attracting 
no little interest abroad, particularly 
in Great Britain. A strong sentiment 
has developed in British commercial 
circles for the creation of a similar 
secretaryship in the royal cabinet. 
The London chamber of commerce re- 
cently issued a recommendation that 
the United Kingdom also have a min- 
ister of commerce, as follows: 


We are now at a period of intense ri- 
valry in trade; our merchants and manu- 
facturers are face to face with the keen- 
est competition that has ever been known, 
and that competition is daily developing. 
Is it not remarkable, in view of the mag- 
nitude of the interests involved, that the 
United Kingdom—the greatest manufac- 
turing and commercial nation in the 
world—has not in the cabinet a minister 
of commerce? In the United States, which 
may be looked upon as our most for- 
midable competitor and whose people are 
keenly alive to the necessities of modern 
commerce, the need of such a minister 
has already been fully recognized. Surely 
Great Britain cannot afford to lag be- 
hind. It rests with the business men of 
this country to present a united front 
in this matter and to make their wishes 
known, through their commercial organi- 
zations, in such a manner as to command 
the support of the government. 

Other European powers have admin- 
istrative departments which practi- 
cally correspond with the new United 
States department of commerce, and 
the wonder is that England is but now 
awaking to the importance of taking 


a similar step.

A Political Landmark Retired. 

With the adjournment of the fifty- 
seventh congress on Wednesday one 
of the political landmarks of Wash- 
ington retired to private life in the 
person of the Hon. Galusha A. Grow, 
the venerable congressman at large 
from Pennsylvania. He retired from 
congress in his eightieth year, the old- 
est member of that body, as he was 
the youngest member when he enter- 
ed the thirty-first congress at the age 
of twenty-seven. 

several men have seen :onger ser- 
vice in congress than Galusha A. 
Grow, as, for instance, the Hon. Jo- 
seph G. Cannon, who was first elected 
to the forty-third congress, and, with 
the exception of the fifty-second con- 
gress, has served continuously since, 
and who is about to enter upon his 
thirtieth year in the house, of which 
body he is to be the next speaker. 
Others have served for a longer pe- 
riod continuously—among these being 
the Hon. James H. Blount, of Georgia, 
who had twenty-two years of continu- 
ous service to his credit when he re- 
tired from the house—but Congress- 
man Grow had served twelve years as 
a national legislator before very many 
of his present colleagues had cut their 
political teeth, so to speak. 

Indeed, as has been well said, he is 
the last living link between the past 
and the present in official Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Grow’s first political office was 
a seat in congress, to which he was 
elected in 1850—more than a half cen- 
tury ago. This seat he held contin- 
uously for twelve years, and was a 
prominent actor in the thrilling drama 
which preceded the civil war. Dur- 
ing his last term he was. elected 
speaker of the house, being the pre- 
siding officer of that body during the 
first two years of the struggle be- 
tween the states. He was elected to 
congress the first three times as a 
free soil democrat, but afterwards be- 
came a republican. In 1862 the state 
of Pennsy.vania was redistricted and 
Galusha A. Grow found himself in a 
democratic district, being thereby de- 
feated for reelection. In 1879 he was 
tendered the mission to Russia by 
President Hayes, but declined it. He 
kept up an active interest in politics 
and in 1894 was again elected to con- 
gress from Pennsylvania as a mem- 
ber from the state at large, his last 
service covering a period of ten years. 
Thus the venerable Pennsylvanian 
has a record of twenty-two years’ ser- 
vice, covering the thirty-first, thirty- 
second, thirty-fourth, thirty-fifth, thir- 
ty-sixth, thirty-seventh, fifty-third, fif- 
ty-fourth, fifty-sixth and fifty-seventh 
congresses.

The State University. 

The Milledgeville News recently pub- 
lished the following strong appeal for the 
University of Georgia: 

“The Georgia state university should be 
nothing less than the finest and best 
school in America. It would be the best 
possible advertisemenf for greater Geor- 
gia and insure a better class of citizen- 
ship in the future. Such a schoo] would 
be cheap at any price to the Empire State 
of the South and we favor making it 80 
by taxation or private subscription, or 
both. We hope to see the entire state 
press take up the cry of ‘greatest uni- 
versity’ with that of greater Georgia.” 


University Summer School. 

The Athens Banner believes the sum- 
mer school will be a success from both 
a literary and financial point of view. 
The Ganner declares: 

“In order to place the university summer 
school on the most solid foundation there 
should be a regular business organization 
on the part of those who have contrib- 
uted the money with which the move- 
ment is to be made a success. There is 
no trouble about the literary features of 
the work being carried out in the most 
satusfactory manner, and every depart- 
ment in the school will be in the hands 
of educators thoroughly and eminently 
equipped and prepared for the work as- 
signed to them. Still there will remain 
the business end of the proposition and 
that portion of the work will be of no lit- 
tle importance.

Supply of Cane Sirup. 

The Albany Herald is responsible for 
the statement that the supply of cane 
sirup in south Georgia is exhausted. The 
Herald says: 

“The south Georgia sirup crop was bot- 
tled and barreled only about three months 
ago, yet it is now practically impossible 
to procure from any quarter a supply of 
the 1902 product. There is plenty of de- 
mand, but no surplus to meet it. All the 
sirup worth marketing was gobbled up 
within a few weeks’ time by those who 
knew a good thing when they saw it, and 
now, though there is a premium on sirup 
of the past season's manufacture, none 
is found for sale on farms, in the hands 
of jobbers or at retail grocery stores, 
All of which goes to prove that there is 
plenty of room for the expansion ef the 
south Georgia sugar cane crop and the 
south Georgia sirup manufacturing in- 
dustry.”’ 


The Next Cotton Crop. 

The Albany Herald fears that the warn- 
ing of Commissioner Stevens for the farm- 
ers to avoid overproduction of cotton 
falls on deaf ears, but declares: 

“Mr. Stevens is right. The present high 
price of cotton, no matter what may be 
the conditions that have caused it, will 
serve as an inducement to farmers to in- 
crease the acreage under cotton for the 
193 crop, and lower prices next fall will 
be the inevitable consequence. But warn- 
ings to farmers such as Commissioner 
Stevens has given do not have the de- 
sired effect. Exactly the reverse is true, 
for, as has often been pointed out, the 
average farmer, chuckling at his own 
shrewdness. increases his acreage under 
eotton instead of cutting it down, believ- 
ing that in so doing he steals a march on 
the rest of the army of cotton planters. 
Strange as it may appear, he considers 
all other farmers more honest than him- 
self. and believes that they will not do as 
he himself has done.” 

Mayor Howell Correct. 

The Columbus Enquirer-Sun _ indorses 
the suggestion of an appropriate display 
of Georgia resources at the St. Louls ex- 
position and says: 

“Mayor Evan P. Howell, of Atlanta, 
writes a strong letter to the mayors of 
Georgia cities in regard to a Georgia ex- 
hibit at the St. Louis exposition. Mr. 
Howell takes the very correct position 
that it is better for the state to have 
no exhibit at that great exposition than 
to have a poor one. Georgia cannot afford 
to have any other kind of an exhibit 
than a good one. The future prosperity 
and greatness of the state forbids that 
Georgia should go to that exposition with 
any other kind of showiug than the very 
best possible. Thousands of people from 
all sections of this country as well as 
from the world at large will go to St. 
Louis for the purpose of looking for 
homes, and they will cast thelr lots with 
those states which offer the best induce- 
ments. If Georgia's exhibit dots not show 
up this state in its best light, it will not 
only not @ttract home seekers and in- 
vestors, but would have the worse effect 
of keeping people from coming here. Let 
Georgia have a good exhibit or none at 
all. The Empire State of the South could 
get up an exhibit of her resources that 
for magnificence and variety would 
amaze the world.’’

Ten-Cent Cotton. 

In commenting on the report that the 
sale of mules and fertilizers in the cotton 
section this year are larger than for some 
time past The Savannah News remarks: 

“The present high price of cotton is re 
sponsible, of course, for this, but it is 
practically certfin that if the crop should 
be an unusually large one there would 
be a considerable decline in the price 
of cotton. 

“There ts, of course, money in cotton 
at 10 cents a pound. At that price it is 
thought a very profitable crop. When the 
expenses of making it—expenses based 
upon corn, hay and flour purchased from 
the west—are taken into account, the 
profit is not so great as a comparatively 
small crop yields, pipvided the farm sup- 
plies are raised rather than purchased. 

“Farmers make a mistake by increas- 
ing their acreage in cotton, but they will 
continue to increase their acreage when- 
ever the price of cotton is high, and no 
amount of arguing with them will in- 
duce them to do otherwise. If there were 
some way in which farmers could be in- 
duced to keep the cotton crop within cer- 
tain Mmits—could keep the supply just 
equal to the demand at a profitable pvrice— 
they would, within a very few years, be 
in a very prosperous condition. It seems 
impossiblé, however, to get the farmers 
to act in harmony in this matter. If the 
crop should be an unusually large one 
this year and the price should drop down 
2 or 3 cents a pound it would be safe to 
predict that there would be a_ very con- 
siderable reduction in the acreage in the 
following year.”’

PENSIONS FOR PROFESSORS 


Scheme Adopted by the Trustees of 
Cornell. 

Ithaca, N. Y., March 6.—Announcement 
was made today of a scheme for the pen- 
sioning of Cornell university professors 
who in accordance with the rule adopted 
by the board of trustees last fall, will be 
retired after attaining the ege of 70 years. 
The university has given $150,000 for this 
purpose, and this amount will be placed 
at compound interest until 1914, when it 
will amount to $250,000. Each professor 
retired will receive an annual pension of 
$1,500, three-fourths of which will be paid 
from the pension fund, and one-fourth of 
which will be contributed by the pro- 
fessors. It is expected, however, that 
professors who reach the age limit be- 
fore 1914 will also receive the benfita of 


j the pension scheme. 
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7 is a heavy mail that reaches the 
office of Governor Terrell daily now, 
and the bulk of it relates to the free 
echolarships at the state medical college 
at Augusta, a branch of the state uni- 
versity, and to the fight for the city court 
judgeship In Savannah, now waging be- 
tween Judge T. M. Norwood, the incum- 
bent, and Colonel George T. Cann, a 
well-known attorney of that city. 

There has been considerable said about 
the Savannah city court judgeship. The 
fight is one that will be kept up warmly 
until the new judge is named during 
the coming session of the legislature. 
lhe free scholarships at the medical col- 
lege, however, constitute somewhat of a 
new proposition for Governor Terrell. 

There are twenty-two scholarships at 
the atate medical colege awarded an- 
ually by executive appointment, two be- 
ing named from each congressional dis- 
The scholarship gives the success- 
ful applicant fiee tuition and nothing 
more. 

For these twenty-two scholarships there 
are now between 400 and 500 applications 
cn file in Governor Terrell's office, 
and the mails are bringing in new ones 
every day. The indications are that the 
governor is going to be confronted by 2 
more puzzling propositions in this matter 
than has ever grown out of any city 
court judgeship or any other position to 
which the governor has to make an ap- 
pointment: The number of applications 
this time, however, is something unusual. 
Governors heretofore have been confront- 
ed with a large number of applications 
in comparison to the number of scholar- 
shps to bs awarded, but they have never 
had anything tike 500 requests fired at 
them at the same time. The appintments 
will probably be made within the course 
of the next montly or two, but it is a 
clear case that there will be more dis- 
appointed than there are fortunate ones. 


West Point Case Argued. 

The only question of importance pre- 
sented to the railroad commission at its 
regular monthly meeting yesterday was 
the application of the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company to be placed 
back in the clé&ss corresponding to tiie 
old seconi-class of railroads, in order 
that it may increase its rates. When the 
new system of classification was adopt- 
ed by the railroad commission last year 
the Atlanta and West Point was put in 
the first class, where it has to charge the 
lowest scale of rates fixed by the com- 
mission for the transportation of freight. 
In the class it formerly occupied the 
road charged the standard tariffs with a 
percentuge added. 

President Charles A. Wickersham, of 
the Atlanta and West Point, appeared te 
frrescnt arguments in behalf cf the road’s 
application, and made out quite a strong 
case in its behalf. The other side of the 
case Was presented principally by Hatton 
Lovejoy, secretary of the LaGrange 
chamber of commerce, though there were 
others present from different points along 
the line of the road to join in the pro- 


test against any higher jates being al- 
lowed on the road. 

The commission heard the arguments, 
but took no action on the matter and 
will not, it is understood, between the 
present time and the next monthly meet- 
ing which will be held in April. 

All of the commissioners, Chairman 
Spencer R. Atkinson, Hon. J. Pope 
Brown and Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, were 
present at the meeting. The only other 
matters taken up related to petitions for 
depot facilities from several small towns. 
in the state. 


Warm Fight in Montgomery. 

There has developed in Montgomery 
county quite a warm fight for the Mount 
Vernon city court judgeship. Some time 
ago Judge W. M. Lewis, the incumbent 
tendered his resignation to the governor, 
and there were several applications filed 
for the appointment. 

Most of the applications have beer 
withdrawn with the exception of that of 
A. L. Lanier, who, it is stated, is in the 
fight to the finish and is making a strong 
race for the position. 

It seems there are many people in Mont- 
gomery county who desire Judge Lewis 
to retain his present position. Judge 
Lewis has signified his willingness to 
remain on the bench for the present, pro- 
vided his resignation remains in the gov- 
ernor’s hands unacted on. 

In the meantime Governor Terrell is 
being bombarded with letters from Mont- 
gomery county and that section of the 
state relative to this position. Just what 
will be done about it is one of those 
political puzzies that has not yet beea 
solved. 


Capitol Notes. 

Governor Terrell was confined to his 
room all day yesterday as a result of 
an attack of grip. Under the advice of 
his physicians he will remain at home 
until he has fully recovered, which his 
friends trust will be within a very short 
time. 


Hon. W. H. Ennis, of Floyd county. 
was in the city yesterday and appeared 
before the prison commission in behalf 
of John Fowler, who is serving a life 
sentence in the penitentiary from Rabur. 
county for murder. It is understood the 
prison commission gave a favorable 
recommendation in his case, and it is ex- 
pected he will soon be pardoned by the 
governor.

Mr. and Mrs. Belmont have been On a 
pleasure trip and decided to see Atlanta 
on their return north. They spent the 
day here quietly, seeing only a few 
friends, and left the city in the afternoon 
for Lexington, Ky., from where they will 
go to New York. 

During the forenoon Mr, and Mrs. Bel- 
mont called at the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clark Howell, on Peachtree street, 
where a few moments were pleasantly 
spent. 

Socially, financially and politically Mr. 
Belmont is one of the most prominent 
men in New York city, which means in 
America. He is a son of August Bel- 
mont, the elder, who was the American 
representative of the Rothschilds, and Is 
a brother of August Belmont, the well 
known railroad financier, and of O, H. 
P. Belmont, both of New York. Mr. Bel- 
mont is a graduate of Harvard of the 
class of 1872, and attended also the Uni- 
versity of Berlin and Columbia college, 
New York.

IN COURT ROOM 


Case of Charles Henderson a 
Departure in Legal Executions 


Hanged on Gallows Erected in Court 
Room in Which He Was Tried, _. 
Convicted and Sentenced 
for the Murder of His 
Sweetheart. 


Duluth, Minn,, March 6.—In the same 
court room in which he had been con- 
victed of the murder of his sweetheart, 
Charles E. L. Henderson, a negro, was 
hanged at 2 o’clock this morning. 

Th eprisoner, while striving to appear 
indifferent, displayed a calmness in the 
face of his doom that filled spectators 
with a feeling of awe. 

To each of the deputies the prisoner, as 
if he were an attentive host, handed roses. 
To Sheriff Butchart he gave a testament, 
remarking quietly as he did so: “I want 
about thirty minutes to talk.’’ The sher- 
iff nooded assent and then, without a 
tremor in his voice, the murdered began 
his address. He expressed no sorrow for 
his deed, and said that it would come 
out that the crime was not premeditated. 
After talking for about half an hour he 
turned to the sheriff, straightened up, 
and said: “I am ready.’ He held his 
hands behind him for the cuffs, and the 
black cap was adjusted. The execution 
followed. 

The crime for which Henderson paid 
the death penalty was the murder, on 
June 21 last, of Jda McCormick. He had 
gained entrance to her room unknown 
to her and secreted himself in a closet. 
While there he overhead the woman de- 
clare that she loved Henderson no more, 
and that another had gained her affec- 
tion. Suddenly he burst through the 
door and with a huge knife in his hand 
plunged it into the woman seventeen 
times. Henderson, following his convic- 
tion, addressed a long plea in verse to 
the governor, speaking of his (the pris- 
oner’s) services in the Spanish war, and 
asking for a pardon. 

It is believed that Henderson is the 
first man ever legally hanged in a court 
room.

Chicago, March 6.—A general bearish 
sentiment prevailed in the wheat pit to- 
day, but a better demand late in the day 
caused a fir#: close, May being up 1-8@ 
l-4c. May corn was 3-4@7-8c higher and 
Oats 3-8@1-2c higher. Provisions were 
strong, ‘the May product closing at an 
advance of from 7: 1-2@17 1-2c. 

There was another heavy selling move- 
ment in wheat, and with but little sup- 
port the market ruled weak the greater 
part of the day. Opening prices were 
easier on lower cables and on ¢he an- 
nouncement of the official Argentine ship- 
ments for the week, which were larger 
than had been expected, being estimated 
at 2,912,000 bushels, and May was off a 
fraction to a shade higher at 75 3-4@75 7-8c. 
There was little demand at the start and 
the market weakened, May declining to 
7> 3-8@75 1-2c. There was a scattered de- 
mand at the bottom, which caused a 
reaction and prices held about 
steady until near the close when active 
covering on the strength in corn brought 
about an advance and the close was at 
the top, May being 1-8@1-4c higher at ‘6c. 
Bradstreet’s world’s exports for the week 
were 3,491,500 bushels compared with 4,906,- 
000 a year ago. Clearances of wheat and 
flour were equal to 267,000, Primary re- 
ceipts were 401,000 bushels against 356,000 
bushels a year ago. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported receipts of 270 cars, which, 
with local receipts of 21, none contract, 
made total receipts for the three points 
291 cars against 304 last week and 184 a 
year ago. 

The sentiment in the corn pit was de- 
cidedly bullish, and the market recovered 
much of the loss sustained yesterday. 
Provision interests, who have been active 
on the buying side for some time past, 
were the best buyers, although there was 
also a good demand ‘from commission 
houses. The weather was the principal 
bull factor, and reports of damage tw the 
grain in store by heating were in circula- 
tion and had some influence on the situa- 
tion. Clearances were large and primary 
receipts small. After ranging between 
46 3-8@46 1-2c and 47 3-8@47. 1-2c, May 
closed strong and 3-4@7-S8c @gigher at 
47 3-Sc. Local receipts were 256 cars, none 
contract. 

The strength in corn caused considera- 
ble covering in oats and the market ruled 
strong. ‘Trading was fair, but no special 
features were manifested. May closed 
3-8@1-2c higher at 34 7-8@35c after selling 
between 34 1-4@35c. Locel receipts small 
at 170 cars, and the cash demand good. 

After opening easier on lower prices for 
hogs on outside liquidation provisions 
ruled strong on good demand for lard by 
commission houses.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, March 6.—The stock market 


continued very much unsettled togay and. 


traversed its range of prices several times, 
but the final result showed that the ur- 
gent pressure of liquidation had spent it- 
self and that the bear party felt them- 
selves at the limit of safety on the short 
side. Probably the demand from this ele- 
ment to cover their short contracts was 
the principal factor in the late strong 
rally in prices. There was, however, some 
declines. Support was evident at the open- 
ing and had an important effect in reliev- 
ing the anxiety caused by yesterday’s 
apparent abandonment of stocks to the 
mercy of the bears. The confusing mist 
of uncertainties caused by yesterday's 
many rumors of financial embarrassment 
was considerably cleared up this morning 
with a reassuring effect upon sentiment. 
The money situation, however, showed nc 
sensible relaxation, the call loan rate run- 
ning up to 6 per cent early in the day. 
This was the occasion of the first break 
in stocks. After a period of dullness at 
about the level of last night’s prices a 
drive was made at the marke which 
carried many prominent stocks a point 
or moro below last night. The leaders 
had been as much above on the opening 
rise. The market seemed to have been 
sold to a standstill on this drive, and 
made an irregular recovery until near the 
close, the leaders rising again from 1@2 
points over last night. There were slight 
recessions before the close, which was 
irregular... Much attegtion was paid in 
speculative circles to the gossip concern- 
ing a possible legal contest against Union 
Pacific's right to vote Its holdings of 
Southern Pacific stock at the latter com- 
pany‘’s annual meeting. The existence of 
a long standing pool in Southern Pacific 
is commonly accepted in Wall street, its 
operations and commitments being based 
upon the assumption of an early refund- 
ing operation for Southern Pacific accom- 
panied by inauguration of dividends on 
the stock. The policy of the Union Pa- 
cific control in deferring dividends on 
Southern Pacific and making heavy out- 
lays out of earnings had come in for bit- 
ter criticism from the pool _ interests. 
These are apparently identifie@ with the 
movement to contest Union Pacific’s con- 
trol. It is the general supposition also 
that the manager of the pool has assumed 
the leadersihp of an aggressive bear 
movement in tNe general market during 
the week.

- ‘THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, March 6.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“Business is ahead of last year and 
still expanding. This is indicated by the 
generally good reports received from 
eastern and western trade centers, and is 
confirmed by largest on record February 
bank clearings and enormous gross rail- 
way earnings returns. Southern trade 
and crop preparations are dulled or re- 
tarded by heavy rains and rising rivers, 
but it is to be noted that despite this 
influence receipts of cotton are heavier 
than a year ago and had some influence 
in bringing about a reaction in cotton 
prices this week. Special activity is 
noted by jobbers in all lines of wearing 
apparel, dry goods, clothing, shoes, mil- 
linery, hats and caps, and retail trade in 
these lines is also expanding. Active 
preparations for a heavy season's build- 
ing are indicated by a large demand for 
lumber, light and heavy hardware, paints 
and glass. There is also a stronger tone 
to iron and steel. Finished products are 
in increased demand, and as a result of 
inquiry cruder forms, both of domestic 
and foreign manufacture, are firmer in 


tone, 

“The strength of the raw 0»prod- 
uct throughout most of the week 
exercised an influence on cotton 
goods, which reached the high- 
est price in vears, further ad- 
vances being noted in bleached cottons, 
with a firmer tendency in print cloths. 
The jobbing trade the country over ap- 
pears to be enjoying an exceptionally 
active business in dry goods. 

“Wool is dull and firm, the partiai lift- 
ing of the agricultural department em- 
bargo allowing freer deliveries of wool 
te manufacturers in New England.
